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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 02 May 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In Remarks applicant argues that APA and Yoshimoto fails to teach an alarm 
device for alarming the necessity of the initial set up . responses the examiner 
disagrees . It is noted that Yoshimoto teaches using LCD and display device to 
guide and alert a user in inputting the data for an initial set up or an adjustment . 
The lighting of LCDs and displayed the character on a displayed device are 
considered as an alarm to the user for an initial set up (Page 4) . 

Applicant further argues that "Yoshimoto discloses a receiver e which 
indicated through the use of an LED whether or not the initial setting for each channel 
have been modified . This is not equivalent to detecting whether or not an initial 
setup has been completed . In response, it is noted that the applicant's argument is not 
recited in claim . 

Applicant argues that Yoshimoto does not teach detection of a lack of a 
past record , In response the examiner disagrees, It is noted that Yoshimoto teaches a 
detection of a past record since Yoshimoto teaches indicating whether an present 
setup is an initialization data b(page 4). Further it is noted that APA teaches a 
detection of the a power connection and an initial set up( see present specification 
pages 2-4) .
